The School Board would submit the following report for the 
year ending February 15, 1902. 

East ScHoot.—This school has been taught during the year by 
Miss Frances M. Wadleigh, of this town. The School Board were 
of an united opinion that she was doing good work, considering 
certain obstacles under which she had to labor. We called the 
teacher’s attention to the dismissing of the scholars at all times in 
the day; she showed us a large pile of notes from the Daten re- 
anesting the dismissal of their children. 

‘ In looking over the register we also find 321 instances of tardi- 
ness in this school. ‘The parents must not. expect that high degree 
of scholarship in their children that they otherwise might attain 
if permitted to remain through all the school hours. 

West ScHoo.t.—This school has been taught during the year by 
Miss Laura M. Sanborn, of this town. ‘The School Board were 
satisfied with the progress and order of the school. 

SouTH ScHooL.—This school has been taught during the year by 
Miss Edna M. Hardy, of this town. She maintained her good 
reputation of former years.
